The Resolution of the Board of Guardians of the Newtovvnards Union, dated 19tl. 
June last, has been forwarded to me, together with a Memorandum of the Diploma of 
Dr. Frame, submitted to the Board on that day as his qualification to perform the duties of 
Vaccinator m certain electoral divisions of that Union. 

In consequence of the allegations which appear in the Correspondence between the 
Commissioners and the Board, lately published iu a Parliamentary Paper, I deemed it mv 
duty, as your Chairman, to endeavour to ascertain whether the document produced bv 
Dr. Frame as Ins Diploma was authenticated or not. With this object, I addressed a Letter 
of inquiry to the President of the Faculty at Glasgow, of which I annex a copy, and also a 
copy or the Answer I have received.

Copy of a Letter addressed to the President of the Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons 
at Glasgow. 

. Crawfordsbum, Bangor, Ireland, June 26 , 1844. 

I take the liberty of troubling you on the following subject : — A medical practitioner of the 
name of James Frame, resident in the town of Comber, in Ireland, has been appointed 
Vaccinator of a district in the Newtownards Poor Law Union. 

It has been since charged against him by an individual that he was not duly qualified 
and that, although he professed to have a Diploma, the document was a forged one, or else’ 
not correctly obtained. I take leave, therefore, to enclose a note of the document and 
request you will be so obliging as to refer to your records, and ascertain whether the Diploma, 
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of which I send the description, was granted to the aforesaid James Frame, as it is'a matter 
of importance both to the person named and to the public. I trust you will excuse mv 
taking this liberty, and requesting as speedy an answer as you can find convenient *

Having carefully examined the records of the Faculty of Physicians and Suro-eons, I find 
that no such person of the name of James Frame was licensed that year, 1839 . ° ’ 

Several were rejected as unqualified, so that there can be no doubt but "the document 
shown is a forgery.
